field of education is being in­ 
vaded. 
Ahead may be a com­ 
plete federalization of education 
with the inevitable indoctrination 
which would follow should 
the 
federal government gain control. 
The once sovereign states are 
no longer s o v e r e i gn states. 
There are bills pending before 
Congress which would eliminate 
trial by jury. 
It is time that Americans gen­ 
erally 
awaken to what is hap­
